Hoped to Repay All. 

“I have led a clean life since I 
ran away from Chicago a year ago,” 
Koretz began. 

“It was out of respect for my fam- 
ily—for my wife and children, the rea! 
victims of this mess—that I have re- 
fused to talk before this.” 

He puffed at a cigar, probably the 
last he will enjoy for months.

Now, when 
it appears they are about to take some 
definite action, Mr. Insull and others 
come forward with a new line of rosy 
promises for the future, all contin- 
gent upon the expenditure of the trac- 
tion fund. 

“That $40,000,000 traction fund is 
the city’s most effective weapon to 
obtain what it has begged for these 
many years—and some would have us 
surrender it.

Feodor Chaliapin as Mephistopheles 
in Gounod’s “ Faust” is a bit startling 
at first sight. He is especially so when 
it begins to be seen that he himself 
becomes almost the only reason for 
presenting the opera.

He is well known, of course, for his 
performance of similar name in the 
work by Boito.
